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Soviets interested in summit 
meet with Nixon; early talks 


Health care faces massive 
crisis; program presented 


MOSCOW (UPI)— Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister Andrei A. Gromyko indicated today 
the Russians were interested in a pos­ 
sible summit talk with President Nixon. 
Gromyko, calling for transforming 
‘‘good” relations with the United States 
into “ friendly” ones, said American 
feelers on the possiblity of a summit 
conference “ have not gone unnoticed 
in the Soviet Union.” 
Gromyko’s statement in a 
major 
speech to the Supreme Soviet parliament 
was the first Soviet response to several 
of Nixon’s pre-and post-election pro­ 
nouncements of the desirability of such 
a meeting. 
Until today Soviet officials and com­ 
mentators had ignored Nixon’s feelers. 
Soviet affairs experts said Gromyko’s 
statement meant the Russians wanted 
to hear more from the Americans. 
In 
Washington, 
Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield expressed hope 
“ some way could be found” for Presi­ 
dent Nixon to make his Aug. 2 visit 
to Romania “ a prelude to a trip to 
Moscow and the opening of disarmam­ 
ent talks.” 


Gromyko also: 
- —Called for increased U.S. Soviet 
talks below the summit level. 
— Called for a “ nuclear free zone” 
in the Mediterranean. 
— Attacked Communist China for pro­ 
voking border incidents and jeopardiz­ 
ing negotiations on the border problems. 
— Demanded that the United States 
get out of Vietnam, coupled with the 
wish that the Paris peace talks suc­ 
ceed. 
— Demanded that Israel withdraw all 
its troops from occupied Arab territor­ 
ies, tempered by a call for respecting 
the rights of all Middle Eastern nations 
including Israel. 
Gromyko was vague about the possib­ 
ility of a summit but was more specific 
on the possiblity of talks below that 
level and said the Russians were ready 
“ to find agreed positions on questions 
of bilateral relations as well as on 
unregulated international questions.” 
He specifically called for an exchange 
between the top lawmaking bodies of the 
two countries, the Supreme Soviet and 
the U.S. Congress. 
Soviet task force near 
Cuba may monitor Apolo 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A task force of 
Soviet warships now off the East Coast 
steaming towards Cuba could be in a po­ 
sition to monitor next week’s moon shot 
from Cape Kennedy, according to Navy 
sources. 
The Pentagon said the vessels are 
moving in two groups. They are being 
shadowed both from the air and on the 


ABM defeat may 


slow work on 
other projects 


WASHINGRON (UPI) - Opponents of 
the antiballistic 
missile system chart­ 
ed their strategy today for an attempt 
to slow work on four other major wea­ 
pons systems if they can muster the votes 
to defeat the ABM. 
A bipartisan group of 13 senators and 
35 representatives said they would back 
amendments to the $20 billion defense 
procurement bill now before the Senate 
that would slice another $1 billion ear­ 
marked for new weapons programs. 
Included was the controversial super­ 
sonic manned bomber and the much crit­ 
icized MBT70 tanks.

One group of the Russian ships was 
last reported about 450 miles east of 
Jacksonville, Fla. The six ships — a 
guided missile cruiser, two guided mis­ 
sile destroyers, two submarines and a 
sub-tender — were reported fairly widely 
scattered. 


The ships are not specifically equipped 
for electronic surveillance, Navy sourc­ 
es said, but they could pick up the sig­ 
nals sent back next Wednesday when 
Apollo 11 begins its flight to put man 
on the moon. But the same Navy offi­ 
cials said the Russians already have 
other 
eavesdropping 
ships 
available 
which usually perform that function. 


One Navy spokesman said the task 
force is a “ Grade A exhibit.” The 
guided missile ships are among the most 
modern in the Soviet navy. 
The task force is due to arrive in 
Cuba July 20 on a courtesy call. It 
may stay there through Cuba’s revolu- 
tion celebration July 26 and possibly 
through July 27, Soviet Navy Day. It 
will mark the first visit of Soviet war­ 
ships to Cuba.

Wednesday is 
scheduled to begin at 8 p.m. EDT. 
The leak problem developed during 
pre-countdown preparations. Two tech­ 
nicians, 
dressed in super clean white 
coveralls climbed inside the 
64 foot 
high, 33 foot wide liquid oxygen tank to 
pinpoint and repair the leak. The tank is 
lined with rib like baffles which the 
workmen can climb on to reach helium 
lines running along the sides of the tank. 
The helium is used to pressurize the 
331,000 gallons of liquid oxygen which 
will be pumped into the tank on launch 
morning. 
These include clearing communica­ 
tions channels for the many voices which 
will talk to each other during the count­ 
down, 
turning on power to the space­ 
craft 
command and service module 
and parts of the Saturn 5 launch vehicle, 
turning on closed circuit television cam­ 
eras to monitor the operations, and de­ 
livering to the launch pad the explosive 
devices used to start the Saturn’s five 
first-stage engines. 
Installing the ordinance devices will 
be the first task when the countdown 
starts tonight with the words of chief 
test conductor Bill Schick: “ Start on my 
mark at T minus three days, 21 hours, 
zero minutes. 5-4-3-2-1 mark.” 
Takeoff time for the world’s greatest 
space adventure — putting men on the 
moon — is 9:32 a.m. EDT Wednesday. 
With time getting shorter, the astro­ 
nauts kept up their training grind in a 
building six miles from the launch pad 
where they have been practicing almost 
dally in recent weeks in spacecraft sim­ 
ulators. They get their last diy off on 
Sunday. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nix­ 
on said today the country faces a “ mas­ 
sive crisis” in proper distribution of 
health care and announced an action 
program aimed at holding down medical 
costs. 
The report issued following a meeting 
by Nixon with his chief advisers in the 
health field was critical of the Medicaid 
program, saying 
the plan for federal 
state financing of health and to the poor 
had contributed heavily to rising medical 
costs. 


Nixon told reporters that when he en­ 
tered office he knew there was a ser­ 
ious 
national problem in delivery of 
health care. 
However, after receiving the health re­ 
port - under preparation for months — 
the President said he realized the situa­ 
tion was “ much worse than I realized 
in January.” 


“ We face a massive crisis in this 
area . . . in the next two or three years 
unless something is done about it imme­ 
diately,” the President said. 
The report said the nation faces “ a 
breakdown in the delivery of health care 
unless immediate concerted action is tak­ 


en by government and the private sec­ 
tor.” 
The situation was blamed on “ expan­ 
sion of private and public financing for 
health services” which the report said 
created a demand for these services “ far 
in excess of the capacity of our health 
system to respond.” 
Nixon met more than an hour with Rob- 
ert H. Finch, secretary of the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, and 
Finch’s new assistant secretary desig­ 
nate for health and scientific affairs, 
Dr. Roger O. Egeberg, and Undersecrev 
tary John Veneman. 
The President appeared with Finch and 
Egeberg after the meeting; and before 
leaving them to answer reporters ques­ 
tions, said the two have “ my complete 
and unqualified support in this field.” 
The statistical data showed that the in- 
flationary rate of hospital care, not 
including the doctors’ bill, has gone from 
$44 a day in 1965 to a current average 
of $70. 
Finch and Egeberg estimated a one 
day hospital stay would go to $80 next 
year and probably $100 a day within 
three years, at the present rate of in- 
flation.

TIPTONVILLE, ienn. (UPI)— Marine Sgt. Thomas Henry Taylor goes 
to the bank today with a check for $900 as a substitute for Vietnam service 
pay he thought he had kissed goodbye forever - plus $400 more in goodwill 
money. 
The money came from townspeople in response to the story of a robbery 
and what the money was supposed 
to mean to the young Marine and his 
family. 
Taylor had been in the United States le^s than 24 hours after a 20 month 
tour in Quang Nam province with the Seventh Marine Regiment. He entered 
a downtown Memphis bank and cashed his paycheck. 
The sergeant headed for Tiptonville with his pay, carefully saved to help 
his invalid father, mother, six sisters and four brothers, aged 4-17. 
Taylor’s mother, employed for $60 per week in a local factory, had been 
ill for five weeks and the family had been living on credit. 
“ He had been planning this for a long time,” said his father, J.B. Tayior. 
“ He wrote me several months ago and said, ‘Daddy, I think I’m going to 
be able to bring $1,000 home for you.” 
A few blocks from the bank last Thursday three men took his bills at 
knifepoint. 
Taylor returned home stunned but without bitterness. 
“ They the robbers probably didn’t know I made the money in Vietnam,” 
he said. 
The elder Taylor felt differently. 
“ 1 only feel sorry for my son,” he said “ I think the men that robbed 
my son ought to be sent to Vietnam so they can see how he earned it.” 
The familiy’s plight was described in a Memphis newspaper, The Com­ 
mercial Appeal, and citizens responded. Among the gifts was a cashier’s 
check from an anonymous donor of $900. 
“ 1 didn't know people could be this good,” said Taylor. 
“ Something like this makes you feel like the time you spent in Vietnam 
was worth it.” 
“ I’ve got some people to thank,” he grinned. “ I’m going to put the $900 
check in an account in my mother's name so she can pay off her bills. 
“ And I’m going to take my girl out tonight.”

PASADENA (UPI) — Herbert Hoover 
Jr., eldest son of the 31st President and 
undersecretary of state during the Elsen­ 
hower Administration, died Wednesday at 
the age of 65. 
Hoover, 
a consulting engineer and 
petroleum expert, died at Huntington Me­ 
morial Hospital after a brief illness. He 
died of natural causes, his family said. 
Before he was sworn in as underseo 
retaxy, Hoover served John Foster Dul­ 
les as a troubleshooter in the Middle 
East and worked at mending the dispute 
between Great Britain and Iran over the 
nationalization of British oil conces- 
sions. 
Hoover became undersecretary 
of 
state on Oct. 
4, 1954. His father, then 
$0, w atched the ceremony. Like his fatti­ 
er, Hoover was a Republican.

The Grape Boycott: A situation report 


His international boycott of 
California and Arizona table 
grapes has touched cities and 
towns 
throughout 
the nation 
and

celebre for liberals, not only in 
this country, but in Canada and 
parts of Europe as well. 
And early last month the 
union’s prestige soared to new 
heights when a group of table 
grape growers admitted they 
had been hurt by the boycott 
and agreed to sit down and 
talk.

While claiming some 17,000 
members, the UFWOC so far 
has landed contracts with nine 
wine producers and currently 
has no contracts with producers 


of table grapes—a crop which 
requires a great deal more 
hand labor than wine grapes. 
The union did sign a contract 
with 
one 
large table grape 
grower three years ago but 
subsequent events rendered it a 
hollow victory. 


It was in 1966, when Chavez 
was picking up steam in his 
organizing efforts, that the Di 
Giorgio 
Corp., 
of 
Delano, 
allowed its workers to vote in a 
representation election. Chav­ 
ez’ union won it hands down but 
the firm later phased out its 
table grape operation and sold 
its Delano holdings. 


Following 
the 
Di 
Giorgio 
episode, the movement seemed 
to bog down somewhat. 
Other growers, aware that 
federal legislation which re­ 
quires a representation election 
if enough support is gathered 
does not apply to farm workers,

Delano 
when he 
ended his fast. 
Many of Chavez’ followers 
began to revere him as a near 
saint. Never had his popularity 
with his union soared so high. 
But the consequences of going 
for 
nearly a month without 
solid food caught up with him 
six months later. 
He

stricken 
with

doctors blamed in part on the 
fast. 
But immediately after the 
fast Chavez was driving harder 
than ever and hit upon his most 
effective weapon—the boycott. 
While the union had it to a

While such a boycott might 


be illegal under terms of the 
National Labor Relations Act, 
the union, for the first time, 
was able to take advantage of 
the fact that the act does not 
cover farm workers. 
During

growers claimed it had little 
effect. 
But this spring, the union 
vigorously renewed its boycott 
activities and moved southward 
to the Coachella Valley where 
the state’s first table grape 
crops 
of the 
season 
were 
ripening. 
To generate publicity for the 
campaign, the UFWOC staged 
a lOO-mile march from Indio, 
Calif., to the Mexican border. 
Chavez, having faded somewhat 
into the background because of 
his back trouble, made a rare 
public 
appearance with Sen. 
Ted Kennedy, D-Mass., at the 
conclusion ofthe march. 
After the march the union 
continued 
to apply pressure 
until 
10 growers (later 12) 
finally agreed to sit down and 


talk with the union in mid-June.

growers decried the action as a 
sellout 
and 
reiterated their 
resolve to avoid negotiations 
with the UFWOC, which they 
maintain is trying to coerce 
farm workers to join the union 
against their will. 
The California Farm Bureau 
Federation

groups have vowed to combat 
UFWOC’s antigrower publicity 
with their own public relations 
campaign designed to give their 
side of the grape war. 
One of their points is that 
California farm workers are 
among the highest paid and 
best provided for in the nation. 
The farmers resent mayors of 
distant cities and representa­

offer farm workers less than do 
California grape growers.

Assembly Democrats and dis­ 
sident Republicans who ignored 
Reagan’s promised veto and 
voted to increase the sum to

“ I’m going to change it to 
exactly what is in the budget,” 
he said in an interview. “ It 
isn’t enough by $400 million but 
that’s 
another problem, that’s 
another ball game.” 
The measure was scheduled 
for action today in the Senate 
Finance Committee. 
Teale 
said 
the 
cutdown 
version of his bill would satisfy 
the agreement the Legislature 
made with Reagan calling for a 
minimum of $120 million in new 
state aid to schools plus any 
surplus that developed later. 
Reagan maintains the agree­ 
ment excluded a projected $100 
million surplus he wants to 
return to income taxpayers in 
1970 election year rebates. 
Reagan has flatly pledged to 
veto 
any 
new 
school 
aid 
legislation totaling more than 
the $120 million provided for in 
his budget. 
But Assembly Democrats and 
17 rebel Republicans forged a 
coalition Wednesday in spite of 
Reagan’s promise and voted to 
provide $372 million in new 
state aid to schools, including 
$57 million for hard pressed 
big city schools. The vote was 
55 - 23. 
They amended into a $200 
million school bill by Assembly­ 
man Victor Veysey an “ educa­ 
tional establishment” measure 
supported by state schools chief 
Max Rafferty and every major 
education organization in the 
state. 
A final vote on the beefed up 
legislation was delayed until 
copies were printed. Veysey, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Education 
Committee, indicated he may 
abandon the bill by placing it 
on the inactive shelf. 
Democratic leader Jess Un- 
ruh and Assemblyman Carlos 
Bee, D-Hayward, led the fight 
to

County budget hearings 
continue; no major cuts

County 
supervisors 
went 
through their third day of week- 
long 
hearings 
on the record 
$46.9 million proposed 1969-70 
county budget on Wednesday 
without having achieved any ma­ 
jor reductions in the budget. 
However, Friday will find 
them — Courthouse observers 
believe — playing their “ hole” 
cards in a final effort to stab- 
alize the county rate at $2.32 
per $100 assessed valuation. 
The board wound up another 
day-long session Wednesday ap­ 
proximately a day ahead on their 
schedule of reviewing all de­ 
partmental budgets-and so will 
not hold any budget reviews on 
Thursday. 
Courthouse sources predict­ 
ed the 
supervisors will leave 
until the llth hour the options 
they have of reducing the bud­ 
get approximately $600,000 to 
keep the rate where it is - or 
face 
added taxpayer protests 
Co. firemen 
have duty 
hours cut 


County Fire Chief Vic Mohr 
has won a battle to reduce mar­ 
athon “ duty hours” of his fire 
department personnel. 
The Board of Supervisors, 
in giving approval the County 
Fire Department budget of $ 1,- 
590,000 for the 1969-70 fiscal 
year on Wednesday, approved a 
scaling down of the current 101- 
hour duty week to 84 for the 
current fiscal year. 


Mohr’s program as approved 
calls for a reduction over a four- 
year period with eventually the 
firemen to get to a 72-hour 
week. 
The program this year allows 
firemen to have three 24-hour 
days on duty and three days 
off. They have been on a sched­ 
ule of three days on duty and 
two off every five days. 
Chief Mohr said “ we’ve been 
the only department in Califor­ 
nia working 101 hours.” He said 
the new schedule “ will make us 
a bit thin in spots at times, 
if we have illnesses,” but he 
thought he would have no major 
problems 
now 
that 
total 
strength, including office help, 
is up to 131 persons. 


The 101-hour duty week has 
meant the department often has 
run into recruiting problems, 
said 
Chief Mohr. 
However, 
there have been compensating 
factors for firemen with famil­ 
ies, as some stations have living 
accommodations provided.

Just as our own young repv 
resentatives went out to places 
like Brawley, Calif., and Kla­ 
math Falls, Ore. last summer, 
sim ilar young baseball play­ 
ers will be heading south of 
Lompoc. Following them will 
be enthusiastic parents, team 
and league officials and base­ 
ball fans. 
The impressicm which you and 
I leave with those visitors to 
the community will be a lasting 
one. We know this from per­ 
sonal experience. The cordial 
hospitality extended by Klamath 
Falls residents is one we shall 
never forget. 
This time it is our chance 
to reciprocate. The first will 
be 
in the treatment accorded 
these young ball player** com­ 
ing to Lompoc. 
The biggest problems host 
cities have with holding a state 
tournament, according to Babe 
Ruth League officials, is that 
of finding enough houses to take 
care of the needs of all boys 
participating in the tournament. 
Players are housed on the 
“ foster parent’’ plan with two 
boys from a team being placed 
in a host home. Approximately 
80 families are needed to host 
these players, including a list 
of standby homes as an insur­ 
ance measure against last min­ 
ute cancellations. 
Currently Lompoc Babe Ruth 
League oillclals have reported 
a need of 43 homes. Hosting 
families must agree to house, 
feed and transport the assigned 
players for the length of their 
stay in Lompoc. Specific details 
for the tournament with the 
hosting families, according to 
league officials. 
Anyone wishing to host a 
pair of Babe Ruth players may 
contact 
Mrs. Art 
Fridrich, 
housing chairman, at RE 6- 
2736, to make preliminary ar­ 


rangements, according to Gus 
Knickrehm, league president. 
Of course, while host famil­ 
ies have a set of regulations 
regarding the care of the play­ 
ers, there is also a set of 
rules which players must fol­ 
low as guests. 
They are rigid. Those 
who 
break the rules are given a 
warning by Babe Ruth officials. 
It applies all the way up to 
the World Series where no mat­ 
ter what the level, an infrac­ 
tion may result in a rather 
sudden trip back home. 
To illustrate the control held 
over the players so that Lom- 
pocans might be more willing 
to host a couple of players for 
a week, Knickrehm told us of 
one incident which happened 
during last year’s 14-15year-old 
state tournament held here. 


“ It was the only problem we 
had,’’ he told us. “ A boy came 
up complaining; he wanted to 
be moved because the house 
where he was staying had only 
one bathroom, (Jerry) Tresca, 
a state director, didn’t waste 
much time chewing him out 
‘Fella,’ he gold him “ that’s 
not a very good attitude for a 
guest. If YOU don’t shape up 
right now, there’s a bus leaving 
town today and YOU be on it!’’ 
Needless to say, the boy got 
the message and there wasn’t 
any more to be heard about 
the incident as last year’s state 
tournament went on to become 
the best held in the Northern 
California State Babe Ruth play­ 
off history. 
That’s what local league of­ 
ficials are looking for this year 
in the 13 year-old division . . . 
a program which is already way 
ahead of the progress made by 
Vallejo, host city fcr the older 
division playoffs this year, ac­ 
cording to reports from the 
state level. 


While on the subject of base­ 
ball we’d like to relate a story 
involving umpires. 
During Friday’s Junior Leg­ 
ion game between Lompoc and 
Vandenberg Village Gus Froeh- 
lich, who sees that youth base­ 
ball games have a skilled crew 
of volunteer 
umps on hand, 
revealed his plans for the last 
game of the season. 
“ We’re going to take you guy i 
into consideration,’’ he told a 
group of grandstand offician- 
ados. “ We’ll put one base um­ 
pire in the first base dugout, 
the other in the third base dug- 
out 
and move the 
plate ump 
behind the backstop into 
the 


bleachers. Then, after every 
play, we’ll call time and check 
it out with you guys before we 
make a call!’’

NEW YORK - (NEA) - It is 
assumed there will be less peo­ 
ple to greet the Apollo 11 as- 
tronauts when they land on the 
moon than there was to congra­ 
tulate Bobby Unser after win­ 
ning the 1968 Indianapolis 500. 
But the astronauts and the 
race car driver will be decked 
out for the occasion in similar 
toggery. The outer layer of the 
space suits and Unser’s racing 
suit are woven from Fiberglas 
Beta yarns, a flexible, non­ 
combustible glass fiber.

SHAVING STROKES

It seems like such a little 
thing — maybe a grain 
of 
sand or a blade of grass —but 
grounding one’s club (that is, 
touching the turf, sand or what­ 
ever) in a hazard is a two- 
stroke penalty. 
Most beginning golfers get to 
be near-veteran 
golfers be­ 
fore they realize this. You can­ 
not 
touch the sand in a trap 
with your club before actually 
striking at the ball. 
Grounding your club in a bunk­ 
er is a two-stroke penalty. And, 
although you couldn’t actually 
call it “ grounding” per se, you 
cannot first test the depth of a 
shallow water hazard before de­ 
ciding to knock it out. 
Grounding your club in the 
rough, however, is a matter of 
ethics. It’s permissible, but 
don’t get carried away. I have 
heard of guys who begin with 
their ball buried in tall grass 
and wind up knocking it off the 
top of a mound. 
You cannot remove anything 
of a natural nature close to the 
ball — rocks, sticks, 
leafs. 


An infraction here is worth two 
strokes. 
Soup cans, 
candy 
wrappers and such are remov­ 
able. 
Sand traps are the most trou­ 
ble. Billy Casper once lost a 
tournament because his caddy 
raked a trap before he knocked 
the ball out. Two strokes. You 
cannot test the texture of the 
sand in any way except by step­ 
ping on it. 
Pay particular attention to 
course rules concerning haz­ 
ards. 
Some, you will find, 
entitle you to free lifts from 
certain difficult situations.

Apollo moonflight program grew from a 1960 
dream to a July 2lst manned debut in space

Apollo moonflight 
program grew from a 1960 
“ dream” through eight years of 
planning and testing, capped by 
tragedy and a major overhaul, 
to make its manned debut in 
space. 
It emerged the most compli­ 
cated—but 
perfect—mating of 
man and machine that human 
minds 
and 
hands 
had ever 
accomplished. 
Astronauts Water M. Schirra, 
Donn F. Eisele and R. Water 
Cunningham dropped back to 
earth in Apollo 7 Oct. 22, 1968, 
after giving the moon flight 
command 
ship 
an 
11-day 
maiden test in earth orbit. They 
brought with them a 101 per 
cent record of success. 
To engineers who had lived 
through the problems of the 
pathfinding Mercury and Gemi­ 
ni flights, Apollo spacecraft 
chief George M Low said later, 
the most fantastic thing about 
the first Apollo mission was 
that 
there were “ really no 
spacecraft system problems.” 
A Daring Voyage 
Sure 
even before Apollo 7 
that 
the 
moonship 
was 
a 
winner, Low fought for clea­ 
rance to send the second Apollo 
on a daring voyage to orbit the 
moon. With 
the success of 
Apollo 7, he won. 
By flying Apollo 8 in lunar 
orbit, Low and other officials 
reasoned, it would be possible 
to test the Apollo command 
ship 
on 
the 
exact 
type of 
mission for which it was built. 
It would also avoid a delay 
caused by development prob­ 
lems with the moon landing 
craft, being readied for its 
maiden test with men in earth 
orbit. 
For 
five 
months, 
flight 
planners and astronauts Frank 
Borman, James A Lovell and 
William A Anders struggled to 
prepare for the moon orbit 
mission. And 
on 
Christmas 
Eve, circling 69 miles above the 
moon, 
Borman 
reported: 
“ The moon is a different 
thing to each one of us. I know 
my own impression is that it is 
a 
vast, 
lonely, 
forbidding 
expanse of nothing. It looks like 
clouds 
of 
pumice 
stone. It 
certainly would not appear to 
be a very inviting place to live 
or work.” 
Apollo 8 returned to earth 
with more than 100 per cent 
success to 
its 
credit. 
Moon Landing C raft 
Apollo 8 also was 
the first 
manned flight launched by the 
7.5 million pound thrust Saturn 
5 rocket, which had only two 
unmanned flights behind it-one 
successful and one partially 
successful—before the mission. 
Ne*< 
came 
the 
flight 
of 
Apollo % testing in earth orbit 
the entire machine designed to 
put two men on the moon and 
proving with men aboard for 
the first time the capabilities of 
the Apollo moon landing craft. 
Launched 
March 3, 1969, 
astronauts James A Mcgdivitt, 
David R Scott and Russell L 
“ Rusty” Schweickart rode their 
c o m m a n d ship nicknamed 
“Gumdrop” 
into 
a 
perfect 
orbit. For more than three days 
they 
spun 
round the globe, 
locked nose-to-nose with the 
landing 
craft 
they 
called 
“ Spider” because of its shape, 
in a make-believe voyage to the 
moon. 


Orbital Spacewalk 
Schweickart, overcoming 
a 
bout of nausea, spacewalked 
outside the landing craft the 
fourth day to test the backpack 
moonwalkers 
must 
wear to 
provide themselves oxygen. It 
was the only orbital spacewalk 
planned for Apollo. 


And on the fifth day of the 11- 
day mission, Schweickart and 
McDivitt separated the spidery 
lander from the command ship 
and flew 100 miles away.

nine miles of the moon and do 
every 
part 
of the 
landing 
mission except the final touch­ 
down itself. 
While astronaut John Young 
orbited 
69 miles above the 
moon in his “ Charlie Brown” 
command ship pilots Thomas 
P. 
Stafford and 
Eugene A. 
Cernan flew their “ Snoopy” 
moon lander through two close 
passes over the first Apollo 
landing site. 
They refined lunar navigation 
techniques so Apollo 11 could 
perform a bulls-eye landing. 
And 
they 
proved 
that 
with 
proper rest before the flight the 
men of Apollo could hold up as 
well as the machines. 
With 
just 
four 
manned 
missions, Apollo had proved 
itself ready to take on the 
moon. How? 
Apollo was born on a space 
agency drawing board in I960 
as a scheme to fly men around 
the earth for up to 14 days and 
ultimately to send them non­ 
stop around the back of the 
moon. It was, one congressman 
said at the time, a “ designer’s 
dream.” 
Then 
President 
Kennedy 
aimed the nation’s sights on a 
moon landing before 1970, and 
Apollo turned from the circum- 
lunar “ dream” to the landing 
effort. 
No 
venture 
outside 
wartime has required so great 
a mobilization of a nation’s 
effort. 
More than 300,000 Americans, 
working for 
20,000 corpora­ 
tions all over the nation, took 
part in the $23.9 billion effort. 
Just one key decision alone — 
settling on the method o? going 
to the moon— required 
more 
than a million man-hours of 
technical study. 
There were three possible 
ways of carrying off the flight 
-a direct earth-to-moon trip 
with a giant rocket ship; a 
rendezvous 
between 
a 
fuel 
tanker and the spaceship in 
earth orbit before heading out 
to the lunar surface and back; 
or 
the 
development 
of 
a 
mothership that could fly to 
moon orbit, drop a ferry to the 
lunar surface, rendezvous with 


the ferry after its surface stay 
and come back to earth. 
In the first two cases the ship 
that landed would have been 
forced to set down on the moon 
with enough fuel to take off and 
fly all the way back home. It 
would have been said space­ 
craft designer Caldwell John­ 
son, “ like trying to land the 
Washington monument on the 
moon.” 
In 1962 the space agency 
abandoned this towering one- 
piece spacecraft approach in 
favor of the last alternative— 
the mothership and its landing 
ferry. The mission plan was 
called “ LOR,” for lunar orbit 
rendezvous. 
By the end of Gemini, in late 
1966, 
the 
mothership 
was 
almost ready for its maiden 
flight. 
Launch pads for the 
Saturn 5 were almost com­ 
pleted at Cape Kennedy. The 
rocket itself was almost ready 
for unmanned testing. Comple­ 
tion of the landing craft was in 
sight. 
Officials hoped for a moon 
landing by the spring of 1968. 
Then tragedy struck. Apollo 1 
astronauts 
Virgil 
I. 
“ Gus” 
Grissom, Edward H. White and 
Roger B. Chaffee, practicing 
the countdown for a flight debut 
expected Feb. 21, 1967, burned 
to death in a blaze that swept 
their spacecraft the night of 
Friday, Jan. 27, 1967. 
Investigating teams pinned 
the probable cause of the flash 
fire 
on an electrical short 
circuit in the command ship. 
They found repeated examples 
of “ sloppy” worksmanship and 
material selection. 
The result was an almost 
complete rebuilding of Apollo. 
Designs were re-evaluated, and 
fireproof materials never be­ 
fore available were developed. 
A new, quick-opening hatch was 
put on the moonship. 
Perhaps 
more 
important, 
experience 
from 
the 
latter 
Gemini flights-gathered to late 
for incorporation in the original 
Apollo design-was put to use 
in improving the moonship, its 
lander and its rocket.

CAPE KENNEDY -!NEA ) 
—Let's look ahead It is Sun­ 
day. July 20. early afternoon. 
And, 
incredible 
though 
it 
still seems, man has just 
landed on the moon. 
Two men. Neil Armstrong 
and Edwin Aldrin. Both are 
Americans—but in a greater 
sense they represent all na­ 
tions and peoples of earth. 
Their Lunar Module has 
just s e t t l e d in a flat, 
three-by-six mile area known 
as the Sea of Tranquility. 
Finally, it has been done. 
A f t e r n i n e concentrated 
years of effort and ages of 
dreaming, human beings are 
there, glued to the surface 
of the place which previous 
explorers have said “ looks 
like a big chocolate m alt.” 
But there is little time to 
wonder for Armstrong and 
Aldrin. The first three min­ 
utes after landing are too 
critical. In these moments 
they must make a thorough 
check 
of 
t h e i r 
vehicle, 
searching for signs, regard­ 
less how small, that would 
force them to initiate an im­ 
mediate emergency take-off. 


It could be a leak the size 
of a period, or a deteriora­ 
tion of an electronic circuit 
—any minute, pesky thing 
might cause abortion of the 
remainder of the lunar land 
ing in favor of safely ex­ 
tracting the two humans. 
If nothing is found the 
astronauts will relax their 
fervent checkout operation 
to a more leisurely one—and 
some 22 hours of precisely 
planned 
moon 
living 
will 
commence. 
Most of the surface stay 
will take place aboard the 
Lunar Module. And the early 
hours of it especially will be 
spent in lengthy routine. 
Initially, 
the 
astronauts 
will take two full hours to 
complete postlanding audits. 
Immediately 
f o l l o w i n g , 
they’ll spend another half 
hour or so eating. Then, for 
four more hours, they’ll rest 
and, hopefully, sleep. 
Ten hours after landing, on 
Monday, July 21, early m orn­ 
ing earth time, Neil Arm­ 
strong will “egress” from 
the Lunar Module by way 
of a ladder. On the ladder’s 
second rung, he’ll pull a ring 
on the ship’s skin and drop 
scientific equipment to the 
lunar crust. 
Armstrong will follow the 
equipment down. And short­ 
ly after 2 a.m. < Eastern Day­ 
light Time back on earth», 
with a cam era to record for 
posterity, he will step on the 
moon’s surface. 


He will look, on earth tele­ 
vision, like a fat, slow, even 
awkward little gnome. He’ll 
be wearing thick layers of 
suiting, a severely shaded 
glass helm et, a life-support 
back pack—and he will pro­ 
ceed slowly, very slowly. 
For the first five minutes. 
Armstrong will make m ea­ 
sured movements, check his 
balance and capabilities. 
Arm strong’s first assigned 
activity will be to take a 
contingency sample of lunar 
m aterial. This so that in case 
of an emergency liftoff, the 
first 
moonman 
will 
have 
something to bring 
back. 
He’ll pick up rock and dust 
(about two pounds» with a 
hand tool 
(carried in his 
suit), put it in a bag. seal it 
and place the entire contents 
into a special pocket. 


Next, Armstrong will pick 
up a three-lensed, black-and- 
white 
television 
c a m e r a 
from 
his deposited equip­ 
ment. With it he will record 
the "second steps” on the 
moon, that of his astronau- 
tical partner, Edwin Aldrin. 
Following 
A Id r in ’s de­ 
scent. the television cam era 
will be placed on a tripod 
about 30 feet from the lunar 
vehicle—to film the rest of 
the exploration. 
The 
a s t r o n a u t s 
are 
charged 
with 
completing 
several 
lunar tests. 
They 
will set out a solar wind 
measuring 
machine. 
They 
will deploy a passive seis­ 
mic package. Also a laser 
ranging retro-reflector. 


Their most important data 
duty, however, will be col­ 
lecting more moon samples. 
Very early, Armstrong will 


pick 
up an 
additional 
50 
pounds of loose rock and 
soil. Then both men will take 
“ documented” 
(described I 
samples. Sacks and contain­ 
ers will house the samples. 
ever\thing to be securely 
sealed. 
In addition to the surface 
particles, the astronauts will 
t a k e subsurface material. 
This will be done by driving 
a hollow rod into the dirt 
(another test: How easy does 
the rod go in?) and cap it in 
the same configuration. 


The t h i r d man on the 
moon mission, M ike C o l­ 
lins, 
below, 
will 
play

com paratively passive role 
— unless som ething g o e s 
wrong. He stays behind in 
the

M oon souvenirs in the form 
of soil and rocks will be 
scooped up by Edwin Aldrin 
and Neil Arm strong, top, 
soon after they leave their 
Landing M o d u l e .

Best Line of Play 
Not Easy to Find

“All butchers don’t wear 
white aprons,” remarked the 
young expert.

I shouldn’t have put him in 
seven but he had promised 
never to bid a no-trump with 
less than 16 high-card points. 
This time he had only 15.” 
It seems that the so-called 
b u t c h e r had played out 
dummy’s king and queen of 
d i a m o n d s and then pro­ 
ceeded to go down because 
West held four diamonds to 
the jack and East the long 
spades. We can’t go along 
with calling this South a 
butcher. We feel that only 
an expert in very good form 
would have worked out the 
winning line of play. Here it 
is: 
South wins the spade in 
dummy and notes that West 
had almost surely opened a 
short suit. Then he cashes 
four clubs, discarding two 
spades 
from 
dummy. 
He 
notes that East has shown 
up with four cards in that 
suit. Now South runs off 
three hearts and is careful 
to discard his seven of dia­ 
monds. East follows to the 
hearts also and, in addition. 
South has noticed that West 
discarded a heart on the 
fourth club. 
At this point, expert South 
has some sort of count on 
the East and West hands. At 
least, enough of a count so 
he is pretty sure that West 
started out with either three 
or four diamonds. Then he 
leads a diamond to his ace 
and sees the eight-spot drop 
from West. South has to de­ 
cide right here and now if 
that eight was a singleton. 
If he makes the right deci­ 
sion, he leads his 10 of dia­ 
monds and lets it ride if 
West doesn’t cover with the 
jack. 
If West does cover, South 
returns to his hand with the 
king of spades and now we 
see why he had to get rid of 
the diamond seven. He can 
lead the three and win with 
dummy’s six if West plays 
the five.

Producer Quinn Martin, guid­ 
ing “ The FBI” show into its 
fifth year, has the sta r, Efrem 
Z eim balist J r ., appear at the 
end of every fourth show to 
announce that a particular felon 
is being sought by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 
A mug shot of the m iscreant 
is flashed on m illions of se ts 
a c ro ss the country accompan­ 
ied by Z im balist’s description 
of the wanted man. 
And presto! Within a short 
tim e 
tips begin arrivin g at 
various 
FB I offices and the 
desperado is apprehended. 
“ We’ve been running those 
most-wanted 
tags 
for 
more 
than two y ears now,” Martin 
said with a m easure of pride. 
“ And so far they’ ve captured 
every sin gle one of them .” 
All well and good for the FBI 
and 
Martin. 
But 
what 
of 
Z im balist? 
One of these days it’s possible 
a gangster might look him up 
to settle accounts. 
Evidently Zim balist has little 
cau se for fear. According to 
Martin, there is a Washington 
agent who is a prototype for 
Lew is E rskine, the character 
portrayed by the actor. 
“ I wrote up a sketch of 
Erskine when I went back E ast 
to talk about doing the s e r ie s ,” 
Martin related.

“ Those agents who write say 
the public reacts to the show by 
dem onstrating m ore 
respecl 
for them ,” Martin said . 
“ As for the letters from other 
view ers, about 99 per cent ol 
them a re favorable. One thing 
we get is a recurrent theme ol 
thanks for not playing down tc 
the audience. 
So far a s he knows, Martin 
has received no mail from the 
crim in als apprehended by tele­ 
casting 
their 
pictures 
and 
descriptions — or maybe they 
account for that other 1 per 
cent.

Figures do lie 


It is the popular thing today in certain political and ideo­ 
logical circles to point out that things are going to be different 
in a few years, when persons 26 years old or under will con­ 
stitute a clear majority of the nation’s population. The young 
people, it is said, will then hold the balance of power. 
This is what Negro comedian Dick Gregory told an audience 
in East Berlin recently. He stated flatly that this new young 
majority would reject both the Democratic and Republican par­ 
ties, and would elect a new American independent party. 
Either unwittingly or deliberately, Gregory has overlooked 
an obvious fact. Babies don’t vote. Teen-agers don’t vote. In 


fact, by the time the 25 and under group becomes the majority 
in the population —predicted by the comedian for 1976 —only 
16 per cent of them will have the franchise. Lowering of the 
voting age in the meantime could swell that percentage, of 
course; but it is quite obvious that in order to overturn our pres­ 
ent two party system the young people are going to have to 
have the help of a great many over 26 — even over that top 
limit of trustworthiness, 30. 
Figures, they say, don’t lie. But as many have discovered 
who have fallen into — the Gregory trap, they can be used to 
create a mighty false impression. 


Dialogue, not diatribe 


Twenty-five 
Michigan State University students are under­ 
taking a 10 week, 10,000 mile mission to the people this sum­ 
mer with the express purpose of demonstrating that despite 
the headlines dialogue remains a viable alternative to violence 
in the academic world. 
Armed with data from a recent national survey of college 
student attitudes, as well as their own ideas as to what con­ 
stitutes today’s real educational problems, the MSU group 
hopes to plant 
the seeds, at least, of a new understanding 
between the great bulk of the student generation and a public 
harassed, worried, and angered by the violent antics of the 
few. 
They will cite the survey’s finding, for instance, that “ most

seniors and freshmen see eye-to-eye with their parents on most 
things” (thereby 
isolating to the few the much publicized 
“ over-30” syndrome). They no doubt also will discuss frankly 
the educational drawbacks that concern serious students — 
overcrowded classes, indifferent and impersonal instruction, 
dehumanization, inadequate opportunity for the very sort of 
dialogue they themselves are attempting to set up. 
The Michigan State mission is a heartening development 
in what has been largely a disheartening situation. It is, in pur­ 
pose at least, a bright and concrete demonstration of what 
President Nixon, in his election campaign, said this nation 
needs: “ . . . a creative dissent; a unity within which a diver­ 
sity of view and expression is welcome.” 


Soviets covet 


PARIS (NEA) 
The world Communist movement re­ 
mains riven by the escalating conflict 
between Russia and Red China. 
Despite all the ef­ 
forts 
of 
Western 
Reds there is little 
prospect even for a 
partial compromise 
between 
the 
rival 
Marxist - Leninist 
countries. 
The hatred and fear 
that divided Moscow 
and Peking is explod­ 
ing in new bloody 
skirmishes in cen­ 
tral Asia on the border separating the 
Soviet Republic of Kazakhstan and Sink- 
iang Province in northwest China. 
The Russians claim that the Chinese 
are still holding some 15 square miles 
of Kazakhstan which they seized May 2 
when they crossed the Sinkiang border 
into Soviet territory. 
In the view of East European diplo­ 
mats, Sinkiang, home of Peking’s nuclear 
power, is fast emerging as the major 
battleground between Russia and China. 
Apart from ideological considerations, 
Sinkiang has long been a bone of con­ 
tention between the two nations. In addi­ 
tion to being the testing ground of 
China’s nuclear weapons, it commands 
the approaches to Soviet central Asia. 
It is also rich in mineral resources 


and includes the great oil fields of 
Karami. 
More important for Russian strategy 
is the fact that of Sinkiang’s total popu­ 
lation of 7,000,000, only five per cent 
are Chinese. The rest are Moslems of 
Turkic origin — Uighurs, Kazakhs, Kir­ 
ghiz and Uzbeks — who are closely re­ 
lated to the inhabitants of Russia’s cen­ 
tral Asian republics. 
For two centuries, even since they 
were subjugated by the Manchu Ching 
dynasty in 1755, the Turkic populations 
have rebelled against the Chinese. The 
Russians czars and after them the So­ 
viet commissars have always found the 
Sinkiang region a fertile field for sub­ 
version. 
In 1935, Moscow helped Gen. Sheng 
Shih-tsai to stage a revolution against 
China which transformed Sinkiang into 
a Soviet-dominated province. But in 1942 
Sheng turned against Russia and execu­ 
ted thousands of Soviet agents. 
The situation was reversed in 1944 
when local Moslem rebels, again back­ 
ed by Moscow, set up an “ EasternTurk­ 
estan Republic” in Sinkiang’s three rich­ 
est areas which border on Soviet Rus­ 
sia. 
Then in 1949 Chinese hegemony was 
re-established when Mao Tse-tung’s vic­ 
torious Communist troops entered Sin­ 
kiang and abolished the republic. 
Yet as late as 1968 Mao had to purge 
Sinkiang’s Communist boss Wang En- 
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mao because he apparently conspired with 
Moscow to turn the province into an “ au­ 
tonomous” republic under Soviet protec­ 
tion. 
Even before the latest outbreak of 
hostilities there was friction between 
Moscow and Peking over the escape of 
refugees from Sinkiang to Soviet ter­ 
ritory. The Russians actively encouraged 
the migration and exploited it for prop^ 
ganda purposes. 
“ We accuse the Mao Tse-tung clique 
of genocide and the persecution of Chi­ 
nese Moslems,” said an editorial in 
Kazakhstanskaya Pravda. 
Chinese propaganda paid the Russians 
back in the same coin. Peking criticized 
Soviet policy toward non-Russian nation­ 
alities as “ imperialist colonialism.” 
It promised to liberate China’s “ blood 
brothers” in the Soviet republics of 
Central Asia from Muscovite yoke. 
There are no longer any doubts that 
behind the ideological quarrel lie geopo­ 
litical problems arising from Chinese 
claims to large tracts of the Soviet 
Far East taken from the Chinese by the 
czars in the 1850s. 
JUao, in fact, dreams of wresting from 
Russian ownership all territories ceded 
to the czars and the Communists by what 
he calls unequal treaties. 
“ We are still to present to Moscow 
a bill for all the territories they took 
from us,” he told a group of Japanese 
Socialists. 
He even claims the Russian cities of 
Vladivostok and Khabarovsk where Mos­ 
cow and Peking have agreed to meet 
to discuss their navigational troubles on 
the Ussuri River.

on his bubble-bubble pipe. 
President 
Pompidou, 
who pulled 
scores of De Gaulle’s chestnuts out of 
the fire only to be rewarded 
by De 
Gaulle’s 
ungrateful 
refusal to reap­ 
point him premier, always has been 
strongly pro-American. So has Cha- 
bon - Delmas, ever since the days he 
fought side by side with General Pat­ 
ton’s troops in the French Resistance. In 
fact, 
many here feel that their warning 
to De Gaulle regarding the unpopularity 
of his anti-Americanism and their out­ 
spoken dismay when the American flag 
was torn from the American Cathedral 
and burned in the streets on April 7, 
1967, 
marked the beginning of the end 
of their influence on him. 
De Gaulle’s long - time foreign min­ 
ister, 
Maurice Couve de 
Murville, 
who was made premier when De Gaulle 
dropped Pompidou, literally symbolized 
anti-Americanism. Couve de Murville, 
never more than a foreign affairs tech­ 
nician, 
was a mere echo of his mas­ 
ter’s footfall and voice. Pompidou kept 
seven of the previous 18 ministers, but 
he dropped Couve de Murville entirely 
— totally out of the government for the 
first time in 11 years. 
Instead, 
Pompidou 
put foreign af­ 
fairs in the hands of Maurice Schumann, 
whose credentials as a pan-European 
statesman and advocate of close ties 
with our country and Britain are un­ 
surpassed in all of Europe. Discovering 
that someone is the right sort of friend 
at a right moment carries a special sort 
of emotion for a long, long time, and 
this has been America’s constant dis­ 
covery in Maurice Schumann. 
In another omen Pompidou brought 
back former defense minister and pre­ 
mier Rene Pleven, who literally once 
saved France by getting the French 
Communists 
out of key places in the 
French Army and likewise 
received 
no thanks from De Gaulle for his coura­ 
geous defiance of Moscow’s pressures. 
As a Pompidou minister Pleven thor­ 
oughly 
understands that the argument 
and differences between 
Moscow and 
Peking are basically concerned with the 
problem: Which is the best way to bury 
the West and erect a Red world. In fact, 
Pleven forecast this split to me — but 
only on these grounds — a long time ago. 
In nuclear defense affairs De Gaulle 
had a champagne thirst with a beer poc- 
ketbook. There are an estimated 16,000 
U.S. nuclear warheads installed in the 
NATO countries. Western Europe lives, 
and remains free, under the umbrella 
of our tremendous retaliatory striking 
force. 
After 
eight 
barrel-scraping 
years of preparation France exploded 
its first hydrogen bomb over the Mururoa 
Atoll in the Pacific 
last 
August. The 
stifling costs of De Gaulle's doubtful 
plunge toward atomic-arms indepen­ 
dence has been a merciless weight felt 
throughout the French economy. Behind 
the scenes here new Defense Minister 
Michel Debre adds to the good onens by 
promising a reappraisal of De Gaulle’s 
pet idea. 
French and American business inter- 


ests here do not feel so certain, how­ 
ever, about Finance Minister Giscard 
d-Estaing, a Gaullist 
maverick pres­ 
ent in the new government as a result 
of political necessity. D’Estaing once 
enjoyed high confidence in top finan­ 
cial circles in our country but he killed 
off much of this by his attitude toward 
U.S. investments here and trade libera­ 
tion as a whole. 


De Gaulle made a career of exploit­ 
ing our errors. Pompidou’s govern­ 
ment will not do that. Among Western 
diplomats you often heard a famous 
phrase here about De Gaulle: “ Resist 
him, he hates you. Obey him, he scorns 
you.” Pompidou is as far from that as 
Paris is from Japan.

by the Students for Democratic Society. 
As 
many of you 
already know, 
it is

thing but democratic. 
Rather, it is an or- \ \ 
ganization 
which is 
communist 
• 
influ- 
enced, bent on de-

stroying 
our nation 
from within. 
And the manual they have issued to key 
people in their organization would also 
bear this out. 
The manual lays out in comprehensive 
form all the procedures which SDS mem­ 
bers are to follow in obtaining summer 
employment, and after having done this, 
the methods to be used in forementing 
unrest among their fellow workers. 
Thanks to John Carpenter, 
police 
chief of Carpinteria, a copy of the SDS 
manual has come into my hands. It is an 
interesting piece of literature, to say 
the least. But all through it, the com­ 
munist line is preached. 
Encourage dissent among workers. 
Convince your fellow workers that the 
boss is an enemy, that government is 
bad, and even that union leadership is 


of the “ sell-out” type. Do anything with­ 
in your power to arouse workers to stage 
demonstrations, strikes, and civil dis­ 
orders. 
And realizing that some of the educa­ 
tion and work experience of SDS mem­ 
bers might not be conducive to an em­ 
ployer hiring them, the manual tells its 
members to lie if necessary. 
Apparently, any means justifies the 
end result. 
For instance, SDS recognizes that 
many firms will not hire students for 
summer employment only. In that case, 
the manual says, “ you have to come in as 
a job-seeker who lias worked since grad­ 
uating from high school (you should say 
you’re a high school graduate), which 
means you have to have a place or per­ 
son who will say you worked there for 
the past 1-4 years.” 
Then the manual instructs tliat each 
SDS area “ should develop ‘background’ 
like this for their group. In indicating 
the kind of work performed, try to slant 
it to what you presume the work is in the 
particular plant or depot.” 
The manual also encourages SDS mem­ 
bers to lie about whether they have trans­ 
portation to and from work. It says to tell 
employers they have a car or will drive 
with friends, no matter what the truth 
is. 
So you get the idea. All’s fair in love 
and war, and make no mistake, these 
people are not engaged in love.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Some most revealing things came out 
in a recent private, very personal dis­ 
cussion between a former student mili­ 
tant extremist and a friend. 
In the conversation this young man, 
who had worked with the Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS), said: 
“ After having sat 
inactive, 
internally 
a n d externally, in 
school and outside 
most of my life, I 
could now picket, dis-

tribute leaflets, run

off to Washington,

work and talk with 
people all over the

county, as if I had a 
^ 
connection with other 
people. It was either 
doing (hat or remaining . . . inept, sel­ 
fish, bored, lifeless and friendless . . . 
I felt if I would stop fighting I would 
disappear, because my stake and claim 
to life would disappear with it. But in 
the movement there was always some­ 
thing new to get involved in and I 
couldn’t let my involvement stop . . . 
“ We had teach-ins. And in protest 
against the draft . . . we had a sit-in, 
sleep-in. We all slept together in the 
president’s office on his rugs . . . 
Later that week, I and a few other 
members of SDS went to confront the 
president in his office. I was aware of 
the fact that with me, and many other 
leftists, if we were granted what we 
said we wanted, we would not be happy. 
We could no longer protest. We would 
be useless. We would be nothing. We 
would have to face ourselves.” 


This young man went on to say he 
had never really belonged to anything. 
He said he needed to feel apart of some­ 
thing, to hold hands with others, to do 
something. 
He believed, rightly or wrongly, that 
his parents had only been interested 
in pushing his Intelligence, his grades 
in school, his going to a good college 
— and that they had no relationship 
with him as a person. 
In school, he believed, his teachers, 
too, were only interested in his Intel- 
ligence, and not in him. There was no 
emphasis on wisdom, on judgment, on 
values — only in intellectual gymnas- 
,tics. 
Many of his subjects were in fields 
where “ intelligence” was largely the 
interpretation of teachers. Frequently 
what was valued was his skill in ver­ 
bal adroitness and his ability to reflect 
the attitudes and particular prejudices of 
his teachers. 
Why was I given such high grades, 
he says in wonderment, when I was so 
sick? 
With all this, this militant did not 
feel he had any personal relationship 
with anyone — or with reality. 
So, he said, “ I was attracted to com­ 
munism because Communist societies 
said they needed their people. I loved 
Mdel (Castro) and still feel positive 
toward Cuba, because their young people 
chop sugar, go into the mountains to 
teach illiterate -children . . . ” 
Then he joined 'up with the radical 
militants, not because of what they be­ 
lieved in, but because he believed he 
was part of something — and not a nothing 
any more.
